3. (previously presented): A mixture according to claim 1 comprising a compound of formula (1a)

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4v (previously presented): A mixture according to claim 1 comprising a compound of formula (2a) 




wherein Ri and X are as defined in claim 1 . 

5. (original): A mixture according to claim 4 comprising a compound of formula (2a) wherein Ri 
denotes hydrogen or d-Cealkyl. 

6. (original): A mixture according to claim 4 comprising a compound of formula (2a) wherein Ri 
denotes methyl and X is a bivalent radical of formula (3). 

7. (original): A mixture according to claim 4 comprising a compound of formula (2a) wherein Ri 
denotes hydrogen and X is a bivalent radical of formula (4). 

8. (previously presented): A composition, which contains water, a mixture of fluorescent whitening 
agents according to claim 1 and, optionally, auxiliaries. 

9. (previously presented): A composition according to claim 8 containing water and, based on the total 
weight of the formulation, from 3 to 25% by weight of the fluorescent whitening agent mixture and 0 to 
60% of auxiliaries.

12. (previously presented): A composition according to claim 9 containing water and. based on the 
total weight of the formulation, from 10 to 20% by weight of the fluorescent whitening agent mixture 
and 5 to 50% by weight of auxiliaries. 

13. (previously presented): A method of whitening synthetic fibres, which comprises contacting said 
fibres in an aqueous medium with a fluorescent whitening agent mixture according to claim 1. 
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\4. (previously presented): A method of whitening synthetic fibres, which comprises contacting said 
fibres in an aqueous medium with a fluorescent whitening agent composition according to claim 8. 

15. (previously presented): A method according to claim 13, wherein the synthetic fibres comprise 
polyester fibres. 

16. (previously presented): A method of whitening synthetic fibres, which comprises contacting said 
fibres in an aqueous medium with a fluorescent whitening agent mixture according to claim 3. 
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
